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Foreign Racing 

MERICAN cars entered in the big European racing 
classics have done remarkably well, in spite of the fact 
_ that few of them have managed to win. The only big victory 
credited to an American abroad was that of the late Jimmy 
Murphy in the French Grand Prix of 1919. Murphy won 
the first revival of the French classic under a heavy handicap, 
and much to the surprise of European racing experts. 

This year we had three entrants in the famous 
Monza race, which is the blue ribbon event of Italian 
road racing. Tommy Milton, Peter De Paolo and Peter 
Kreis had mounts. De Paolo drove an Alfa-Romeo, but 
the other two had Duesenberg mounts. Kreis turned 
over when he was leading, but Milton finished an excel- 
lent fourth. 

Road racing has languished in this country, while abroad 
the classics are all conducted on the highways. This adds a 
‘ handicap for our boys to overcome, since they do not get 
much practice in actual road competition here. In any 
sport the foreign competitor is always at a disadvantage, and 
this seems to hold in motor racing as well as in other fields. 
Still, the attempt is worth while, and such a showing as the 
Duesenberg made in the Monza race must serve to convince 
Europe that we know how to build cars in this country. 


New Worlds to Conquer 
NY youthful Alexander contemplating entering the 
automotive engineering field, but dubious of the possi- 

bilities of being able to add anything new to our theory or 
practice, may cast his doubts aside. There are many more 
engineering worlds to conquer. The motor car of today, 
magnificent production that it is, will seem crude beside the 
cars of the future. 

Just a few days ago at Cleveland one of our engi- 
neers, H. A. Schwartz, announced the discovery of a 
method of timing the annealing of malleable castings, 
which will revolutionize certain branches of steel work- 
ing. Not so long ago Henry Ford showed glass manu- 
facturers that it was possible to roll sheets of glass forty 
or fifty feet in length, something that had always been 
deemed impossible. Undoubtedly there are aspiring 
engineers in school and college now who will-later show 
us how to improve unthinkably on present methods of 
design and fabrication. 

There is still work to be done in the experimental branch 
of the automotive industry, and where else could the ambi- 
tious youngster find such a prolific field for the exercise of 
his talents as he will find in this biggest industry in the 
world?

Spectacular A d v ance 
Seen as Reflection of 
Its Strong | Position 


New York, Sept. _ 47. —Recent 
spectacular advances in the stock 
of Nash Motors have focused at- 
tention on the earning position of 
this company. New high record 
prices for stocks are coming to 
be accepted more or less as a mat- 
ter of course, but Nash Motors con- 
tinues to stand almost in a class by 
itself in the length of its jumps.

FINANCING OF AGA 
MEETS DIFFICULTY 


Studebaker Mentioned 
As a Possible Par- 
ticipant in in | Deal 


Berlin, Sept. 17.—Efforts of Dr. 
Edmund Stinnes to refinance his 
Aga Automobile Works, which has 
in difficulties because the 
banks have refused to extend fur- 
ther credits, have been complicated 


by his appeal to the government 
to assist him in his dispute with the 
banking interests. — 

The Aga, now operating under a 
temporary receivership, is regarded 
as a technically sound enterprise 
from the: standpoint of a factory of 
medium capacity for the produc- 
tion of small automobiles. Dr. 
Stinnes is still hoping that the par- 
ticipation of American automobile 
interests can be enlisted. The fun- 
damental negotiations for such 
participation are under way, the 
final decision now being awaited 

It is not known just what Amer- 
ican interests are involved in the 
negotiations. Business’ relations 
exist between the Aga and the 
Studebaker company, but one can 
not conclude from this that this 
company is negotiating for a part

interest. Naturally a widespread 
co-operation of the Aga with Amer- 
ican automobile manufacturers 
would be an important event for 
the German automobile industry. 

In the settlement among the heirs 
of the late Hugo Stinnes, Dr. Ed- 
mund Stinnes, the eldest son, re- 
ceived as his share the majority of 
the stock of the North Star In- 
surance Company, the majority of 
the Aga Company stock, some 
smoller properties, and a promise 
to pay 6,000,000 marks given by the 
firm of Hugo Stinnes, Ltd. This 
transaction, so far as the cash pay- 
ment is concerned, is being dis- 
puted by the banks administering 
the Hugo Stinnes properties. 


Dr. Stinnes has in the meantime 
sold his stock in the North Star 
to a Dutch syndicate, to which he 
also appears to have pledged his 
cash claims. He had the intention 
of falling back on the automobile 
factory, but the Aga, on its part, 
is now suffering pecuniary embar- 
rassments, which reached a crisis 
because the large banks have de- 
clined to grant further financial 
accommodations. 

Dr. Stinnes, in order to insure the 
support of his employees, offered 
them as a present one-half of his 
stdck holdings in the Aga, which 
equals about one-third of the total 
capital. This remarkable gift, at 
the moment when the financial em- 
barrassment of the organization 
was profound, was generally re- 
garded as an inopportunely theatri- 
cal gesture.

St. Paal, Sept. 17.—The new 
motor truck system of handling 
outgoing freight St. Paul was 
inaugurated at 7 o’clock yesterday 
morning by the Northern 
Railway Company.

TACOMA MAYOR 
URGES BUSES TO 
REPLACE CARS 


Launc hes - Offensive 
Against T rolleys— 
City Backs Him

ACOMA, Wash., Sept. 17.— 


Announcement by Mayor 
A. V, Fawcett that he would 
bring before the voters of 
Tacoma next spring a propo- 
sition for the motorization of 
the entire transportation sys- 
tem of the city and its opera- 
tion under municipal owner- 
ship was made at the City 
Hall yesterday. The proposal 
will call for a $300,000 bond 
issue with which to purchase 
a fleet of 100 buses. 

The mayor's action is the latest 
move in his fight against the Ta- 
coma Railway & Power Company, 
which operates the street railway 
system. When elected four years 
ago, Mayor Fawcett made his cam- 
paign on the restoration of the 5- 
cent fare. He failed to come to an 
agreement with the street railway 
officials, and then obtained the 
consent of the City Commission to 
issue permits to bus operators. 

There are now twenty-five buses 
operating in the city, all of them 
paralleling the street car lines and 

charging a 5-cent fare. The street 
car fare is 10 cents for a single 
ride, and the company sells twenty- 
five tokens for $2, and also a’ 
weekly pass good for unlimited 
rides at $1.25. 

Mayor Fawcett declared to- 
day that the buses have beet 
completely successful, and are 
carrying 18,000 passengers daily. 
He asserted that the addition of 
100 new buses operated by the 
city will drive the street car 
company out of business in a 
short time. Some of the most 
important street car franchises 
expire next year, and the may- 
or’s plan inclades the refusal by 
the city to renew these fran- 
chises.

Outlook Brighter Than 
In Last Five Years 
—Prices Steady 


KRON, O., Sept. 17.— Most 

of the iarge rubber fac- 
tories here, including the 
Goodyear, Goodrich, Fire- 
stone, Miller and General are 
running close to capacity, al- 
though a canvass of the Akron

Louisville Dealers Ask 
Automobile Men 
To Co-operate 





Louisville, Ky., Sept. 17 (U. 
P. S.).—In a recent resolution, the 
Louisville Tire and 
Dealers Association requested all 
automobile dealers to refrain from 
selling tires and accessories to 
purchasers of automobiles unless 
full list price was received for the 
merchandise. 

Response from the automobile 
dealers indicates that tires and ac- 
cessories are rarely sold under list 
and that the dealers much prefer 
to have all tire purchases made 
from the tire dealer in order that 
the automobile dealers may avoid 
the demands for tire service, which 
they are not equipped to supply. 

The tire and accessory organiza- 
tion, which was forfmed in June of 


this year, is making rapid strides: |

many new .members are 
added each month and the dealers 
are enthusiastically supporting 
their new association. A credit ex- 
change system, operated from head- 
quarters, has saved the members 
thousands of dollars and is the 
outstanding accomplishment of the 
association. 

A unique system for determining 
the amount of dues each member 
will pay has been inaugurated since 
the dues were originally set at $30 
a year. Each member is asked if 
he can pay more than the stipu- 
lated amount. 

This has resulted in a majority 
of the dealers basing the amount 
of their dues on a percentage of 
their yearly turnover, and has 
strengthened the association treas- 
ury materially.

Speaks for Workers at 
Steel Convention

The woman was Mrs. 
| Gilbreth of Montclair, N. J., who 
| has reared thirteen children and 
}on the death of her husband, as- 
sumed entire responsibility for the 
conduct of Gilbreth, Inc., a notable 
industrial engineering concern ir 
that city. Mrs. Gilbreth’s subject 
was “Training Employees in Pro- 
duction Work,” but the paper was 
1 treatise on the humaneness of 
industry, as well as a survey of the 
subject of its title, 

A worker must enjoy his or her 
work, Mrs. Gilbreth maintained, 
urging employers according to 
place employees only in depart- 
ments which hold their interest. 

“An appetite for the job, once 
advocated only bY pioneers in 
management,’’ she said, “has be- 
come universally accepted as a 
prime requisite of success. We 
may speak of incentive, motivation 
Or interest, as we are engineers, 
psychologists or educators. It re- 
mains the same thing, the funda 
mental hold of the work on th 
worker.. 

“Fortunately,”’ Mrs. Gilbret 
continued, “the aim of productio 
training is not narrow and makd 
the learner more efficient, no ma 
ter what his line of activity may kt 
Such training should have th 
distinct, yet closely related aim 
First, to make a better worker 
the particular job; second, to mak 
1 better member of industry, an 
third, to make a better membé¢ 
of the community, at work, 
home and in society.” 

Mrs. Gilbrath deseribed in mi- 
nute detail the system by which em- 
ployees may be trained. She ad- 
vocated that foremen be teachers 
and that working conditions, tools 
and machinery be of the finest. 

“Industry is justified in demand- 
ing profits through its production,” 
she went on, “and, likewise, in de- 
manding that any training of those 
employed in the industry shall re- 
sult ultimately in profits. Research, 
training, planning and all similar 
activities must finally submit them- 
selves to evaluation in dollars and 
cents. 

“It is only when these demands 
are understood and met that sci- 
ence on its human, as well’as on 
its material side, can succeed in 
demonstrating its value in the in- 
dustrial world.” 

Mrs. Gilbreth advocated a study 
of the aptitudes and handicaps of 
the worker. She urged a minimum 
of strain and activity to decrease 
physical and mental fatigue. To as 
great an extent as possible, she said 
that workers should learn to per- 
form mechanical tasks blindfolded, 
so that eye strain would be les- 
sened. 

Humanitarian and personal con- 
tact between worker and employer, 
thoughtfulness on both sides and 
efficient assignment of individuals 
to their respective jobs, were among 
the reforms which Mrs. Gilbreth 
advocated in one of the most strik- 
ing papers heard at the convention.

A job of overhauling is handled

The workman, in actu- 
ally doing the job, suggests any 
ethers he deems necessary, and 
the cwner is notified and advises 
whether or not he wishes them 
done. 

The flat rates used have been 
determined by dividing the time 
taken to do like repairs in the 
past by the number of jobs, and 
an average rate established. The 
system, according to Joseph 
Kenney, service manager, offers 
triple advantages; first to the car 
owner, in that it gives him a 
fixed price and a definite deliv- 
ery promise for certain specific 
epairs; second, it eliminates 
guess work and lost hours, and, 
fn consequence, allows the repair 
department to be run ata profit; 
third, from the worker’s view- 
point it is desirable, because it 
has imcreased his salary. This 
imerease, as a matter of fact, has 
amounted to over 65 per cent.

Aero Engines of One 


Pound Per H. P. Seen 


_ have been the develop- 


ments in aircraft engine 


design since the war, and what 
will the aeronautical power plant 
of the future be like? Capt. L. 
M. Woolson, aeronautic and re- 


search engineer for the Packard 
Motor Car Company, who has 
been closely in touch with ex- 
perimental work in this field, 
gives a brief but illuminating ac- 
count in these words of what has 
been done and what we may ex- 
pect in the future:— 

“Considerable has been ac- 
complished toward the designing 
of the aeronanutic engine of the 
future,’’ he says. “In 1914 any 
engine that weighed less than 
four pounds per horse power 
was considered an aeronautic 
engine. During the war this 
weight was brought down to 2% 
pounds. Today engine Weight is 
less than 1% pounds per horse 
power, and in the near future we 
will arrive at what I believe will 
be the ultimate, a pound per 
horse power. 

“This gradual shaving of the 
weight per horse power has been 
done by refining the design rather 
than by making any startling 
changes in construction or de- 
signing. In fact, the development 
of aeronautic engines has been 
on a par with the development of 
automobile engines. All engines 
have been built along convention- 
at lines with no difference in 
principles used. One big value in 
lowering the weight per horse 
power is the fact that an engine 
uses half its weight an hour in 
fuel, so that the lighter the en-

fuel necessary. 

“I can best indicate just what 
I mean by the refinement of 
design by giving an example or 
two. For instance the Liberty 
engine cylinders ‘weighed twenty 
pounds each, while now we have 
eylinders that do more work 
than the Liberty cylinders and 
they weigh only nine and one- 
half pounds each. The lighter 
cylinders give 20 per cent. more 
horse power than the heavier 
ones. On the other hand the 
crankshafts are becoming heav- 
jer, the increase in weight be- 
ing about 25 per cent. Pis- 
tons are lighter, very much 
lighter, being only about half 
the weight that they formerly 
were. In other words we have 
been putting the weight where it 
does the most good and taking 
it away where it was >not 
needed. 

“Considerable 
work has been done with 
cooled engines for smaller-size 
planes and it has been very suc- 
cessful. I believe that the ulti- 
mate aircraft engine will be air- 
cooled. So far the water-cooled 
engines have received the bulk 
of the attention, but we are be- 
ginning to turn toward the air- 
cooled, which seems to me to 
be the logical one. Much éde- 
velopment work wil!) have to be 
done on air-cooled engines, but 
that will be taken care of in-the 
course of time 
“One change 
is that aeronautic 
much greater size will be built 
in the future than we know 
at this time. Engines of 3,000- 
horse power are an almost cer- 
tainty for dirigible purposes. 
The fact that these large en- 
gines can be built much better, 
and the weight better distributed 
per horse power than in the 
smaller engines, makes me feel 
that they will surely come in 
the very near future.’’

With the 
number of first time buyers bee 
coming smaHer and smaller it 
naturally follows that the saleg- 
man must apply himself if he 
is to know more about the car 
than the prospective purchaser. 

“I would emphasize that the 
salesman téday must not only 
know salesmanship technically, 
but he should know much more 
about cars in general and his 
own car in particular than he 
ever did before. He should also 
know something about market 
costs, costs of doing business, 
overhead and the many other 
items that enter into business. 

“The used car situation brings 
up other qualifications that 
should be known. The used car 
is a problem. The salesman should 
know more about the used car 
and the value of used cars, be- 
cause on knowing these depends 

so much in making sales. 

“But knowing these will not be 
enough. The new salesman must 
be able to present these things 
to the prospective buyer so that 
the prospective buyer will be 
able to grasp the situation and 
know, too. The new competition 
means facts, facts that have 
never entered much into the life 
of the salesman before. The 
salesman who can get these facts 
and then present them will find 
that there is business in the mo- 
tor car market today as 
there always has been.
